The  two  schools,  operating 
separately  for  many  years,  combined  in  1805  as  the  Syms-Eaton  Academy,  on  the  site  of  the  present  Hampton  School 
Division's  Administration  Building  on  Cary  Street.  Hampton  offers  its  citizens  a rich  heritage  in  educational  history.

The  1959  track  season  was  one  of  the  best  experienced 
by  Hampton  High  School  in  a long  while.  The  Crabbers  won 
4 and  lost  3 dual  meets,  took  fourth  in  the  Tidewater  meet, 
third  in  the  District  and  ninth  in  the  State.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Co-Captains  James  Branscome  and  Craig  Zimmerman,  Hamp- 
ton captured  two  second  places  and  one  third  place  in  the 
Virginia  Pilot  Relays. 

Craig  Zimmerman  was  the  high  scorer  of  the  '59  season 


with  134  1/6  points.  He  also  set  two  new  school  records:  19.9 
seconds  in  the  180-yard  low  hurdles  and  22.6  seconds  in  the 
220-yard  dash,  set  at  the  Tidewater  Meet  in  Williamsburg. 
Zimmerman  also  won  the  Decathlon  held  at  Wakefield.
